Intelligence, and we inferred that they would probably do so unless 
we objected on behalf of CIA. Ota the other hand, it seemed equally 
dear that they would agree to a CIA sponsored orientation or seminar 
only if we became insistent to the point of imposing our own course. 

It has never been the intention since the start of our discussions within 
the Agency to try to sell our course to the Department. Rather, we 
always planned simply to make the proposal to determine State** interest. 
What has happened, I believe, is that our proposal bus made some key 
State offi c er* keenly awareofthe absence in their own traiaing of a 
c ourse os Intelligence . (The absence of a course on Intelligence does 
seem con spiel ous when one looks at the attached listing of Political 
courses. ) Consequently, we stressed that an FSX course was not a 
substitute for the type ef seminar we had thought about, bu t we agre ed 
to work with them in design ing the FS1 course and assured them that- 
some ClA officer * would be able to participate as speakers . 

4. There was some further discussion about the possibility of 
expanding i nformal CS briefings of outgoing senior FSOs, and

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While John Bowling is away on leave, would you please help me 
with the following problem? I have decided to seek approval 
from llr. Sollenberger and the Council of Deans for an fiKpfirl~ 
cental run of a week- lon g co u rse on "Intelligence’* in the f all 
iif 1969, probably in ' late November. __ Several preliminary steps 
must bev- taken now: 

1. Arrange for an Informal session with Bill Truehearfc, 
after reviewing with taa the history of recent developments. 


2. Based on these conversations, and your own perceptions 
of the problem, lay out in blocks of time the subjects you 
would like to cover in a week of instruction pf , aid-career. 
F oreign Service officers in regar d to "Intel 11 nance . " 


3. After Bill Trueheart and I have informally reviewed 
this design wit h vou. then you should discuss the matter

4, At the conclusion of these discussions (which should 
take about 2 weeks at a maximum) prepare for my signature a 
memorandum to Mr. Sollcnherger proposing an experimental run 
of the course and giving an estimate of costs.
